William H enry Warren was born at Bristol, Somerset, England and educated 
at the Royal College of Science, Dublin, and Queen's College, M anchester. 
He won the national prize in science awarded by the Science and Art 
Department, the prestigious W hitworth scholarship and theR oyal Society of 
Arts technological scholarship. In 1872 he entered the service of the London 
and N orth-Western Railway Company and spent five years at its workshops 
at Wolverton. Warren migrated to Australia in 1881 and entered the Public 
Works Department at Sydney on 9 M ay 1881 and was placed in charge of 
the supervision of roads, bridges and sewerage. In 1883 he was appointed 
lecturer in engineering at the University of Sydney, and a year later was 
made professor of the new department. In 1890 he was made J ohn H enry 
Challis professor, a professorship established in honour of John Challis, an 
Anglo-Australian merchant, landowner and philanthropist. 


In 1885 Warren sat on the royal commission on railway bridges, and in 
1892 was a member of the committee of inquiry on Baldwin locomotives. 
He was later chairman of the electric tramways board and was on the 
automatic brakes board and for many years he was consulting engineer to 
the Government of N ew South Wales. Warren was a member of the council 
of the Royal Society of New South Wales for many years, was inaugural 
president of the Institute of Engineers of Australia, Australian representative 
of the Institute of Engineering in Great Britain, and a council member of the 
International Society for the Testing of M aterials. During World War I, he 
conducted over 10,000 tests of munition steel. 


Between 1887 and 1921 William Warren wroteseveral books and numerous 
papers on timbers as well as engineering construction. He resigned his 
professorship at the end of 1925 and was made emeritus professor but 
shortly after he died suddenly at Sydney on 9 J anuary 1926 and was buried 
in the Anglican section of Waverley Cemetery.

Robert Hollis was born on 14 January 1851 at Field Head, Belper, 
Derbyshire, England. After working for about 20 years with the M idland 
Railway Co. and being involved in various political and social movements, 
he became disenchanted with the whole system and decided to move to 
Australia arriving in N ew South Wales in 1884. H e joined the Department 
of Railways in January 1885 as a fireman and soon was heavily involved in 
the trade union movement. The depression of the 1890s and the merciless 
anti-unionism of Chief Commissioner E. M. G. Eddy resulted in Hollis’s 
resignation from the railways in 1893. H ethen turned to politics as a means 
for restoring the industrial gains made by unions in the late 1880s. He was 
prominent in organizing the first Labor League at N ewtown, Sydney and 
after several attempts he won the State seat of N ewtown-Erskine, an inner 
suburban working-class electorate, for Labor in 1901. In 1916 hesupported 
conscription in defiance of his electorate and as a result he was expelled from 
the Political Labor League in November 1916. In the M arch 1917 election, 
Hollis, stood as a Nationalist and was defeated. He then devoted himself 
to benevolent work and was a director of Royal Prince Alfred H ospital for 
the period 1913-33. Hedied in the M asonic Hospital, Ashfield, on 25 M ay 
1937 and was buried in Rookwood Cemetery.

Catrine is a village in East Ayrshire, Scotland. John M onie was appointed 
a teacher at the school and in the local directory of 1903 he was listed as 
H eadmaster and a member of the School Board. He died at Catrine on 1 
June 1928 and is buried at the Catrine Cemetery. 


It seems that the origin of the medal offered here arises from the return in 
1894 to Catrineof M rsH aldaneColquhoun M urray (neeTurriff), the widow 
of William Gilmour M urray and it seems that she has made an endowment 
to the school to award this medal in honour of her late husband. William 
M urray had arrived in M elbournein 1853 and was the first honorary auditor 
of the Alfred H ospital. In 1875 he opened the Sydney office of the shipping 
firm of Gibbs, Bright & Co. A widower, M urray married H aldane Turriff 
on 6 M arch 1880. In 1886 M urray was also appointed to the board of the 
Australian M utual Provident Society. 


H aldane Turriff had been born at Paisley, Renfrewshire in Scotland on 12 
January 1834. In August 1866 she entered the N ightingale Training School 
attached to St Thomas's H ospital, London, and was selected as one of the five 
nurses to accompany Lucy Osburn to the Sydney Infirmary and Dispensary 
in December 1867. A week after her arrival in Sydney on 5 M arch 1868 
on the Dunbar Castle there was an attempted assassination of the Duke of 
Edinburgh and shewas one of thetwo nurses who cared for him. H er nursing 
career makes for interesting reading and it is probably no coincidence that 
she was the first matron of M elbourne's Alfred H ospital (1870-80) where 
William M urray was the honorary auditor. Full details of H aldane Turriff's 
career are available in the Australian Dictionary of Biography. 


William M urray died on 6 M ay 1888 and in 1894 his financially secure 
widow returned to her country of birth, Scotland, dying at Catrine on 5 
February 1922.

THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE COLLECTION OF TURKISH BANKNOTES 


The following 144 lots comprise a unique collection of specimen notes, originally housed in a contemporary crimson 
leather bound album with gilt titlein Arabic on the cover, an approximate translation being "The Collection of Specimen 
N otes of all N otes of the State M inistry of Finance" (see lot 3799). 


The issue of these notes in seven emission groups, was necessary during wartime conditions in order to make payments 
in return for German Treasury Bills. After the war (World War |) and the collapse of the Ottoman Empire, the debt was 
taken over by the Turkish Republic as gold backing was withdrawn. 


This collection has been held in the same family for three generations and was obtained through diplomatic sources during 
those tumultuous times. 


N eedless to say the opportunity presented by the auction of this collection is a one-off event and every advantage should 
be taken by interested bidders.

The land around King Georges Sound was checked; a quasi military outpost had been 
constructed to deter possible French designs, however it was unsuitable. The H entys migrated again, this time to northern Tasmania, and they were thwarted 
again - there were no grants of suitable land. 


In 1832 Thomas and the family migrated and moved to Launceston but not until Thomas called in at the Swan to vet the quality of the land he may have 
owned. He was not impressed. The family; Thomas and his wife] ane (26), Charles [the banker] , William [the solicitor, who remained in England], Edward 
[the businessman], Stephen [pastoralist and trader] and Frank and J ohn [the pastoralists]. In the interim a small schooner, the Thistle, was purchased by J ames 
in view of Stephen being active in trading, whaling and sealing. The family enterprise, now Henty & Co., expanded to Augusta, King Georges Sound, The 
Vasse and on at least one occasion as far as N ew Zealand. Always looking for suitable land, Edward noted on one trip a group of whalers and sealers settled 
at Portland Bay. The land was perfect. It was unsettled and ripe for the taking. The only government was in far away Sydney, so they squatted. 


It took over a decadefor the Government and theH entys to reach a compromiseregarding the ownership of the Portland Bay holdings, M erino Downs, M untham, 
Sandford and Connells's Run. In mid-1835 Edward bought a schooner, the Sally Anne; this was hired by the government to run a monthly trading service 
between the Western ports and Launceston. This operated until late-1835. It was during this period that the Bussell - H enty note was issued, 14th N ovember 
1835. From here the H enty Dynasty grew in stature and status making major contributions to the development of Victoria and northern Tasmania. 


A contemporary wrote of Stephen H enty: ‘trustworthy, effective man of business - the boldest of the brothers... more balanced than Edward - stronger than 
William - more flexible than J ames - wider interests than Francis.’ Of Frances, Stephen's wife, he said: 'a nonagenerian... a historic personage.’

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius C aesar, was raising troopsin northern Greecein preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Coson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

The find of early electrum as a foundation deposit in the earliest temple 
at Ephesus included numerous third staters of this type. It also contained 
some inscribed electrum coins with the non-Greek name 'Welwet’. Scholars 
began identifying this name with Alyattes, king of Lydia. Since then this 
attribution has been thrown into doubt by the more recent discovery of 
a parallel name, 'Kali', which does not correspond to any known Lydian 
king.

In addition to the introduction of the struck bronze as, on the sextanal 
standard, the currency reform of c.211 B.C. brought into being a whole 
range of new precious metal denominations. The most important of these 
was the silver denarius, but the most valuable was a Series of small gold 
pieces, tariffed as being the equivalent of 60, 40 and 20 asses in circulation. 
Each denomination bore the same types (M ars head and eagle reverse), and 
each had its mark of value clearly displayed.

ANS Numismatic Studies 18 "The Randazzo Hoard 1980 and Sicilian 
Chronology in the Early Fifth Century B.C." illustrates similar examples 
(see p.17-9, 48). These coin dies are the first dies used at Rhegion for this 
type. Some four tetradrachms of this city from these dies were present in the 
Randazzo Hoard, and H erzfelder cites a further 19 others from this same 
pair of dies (including this coin).

No.lqinRN 1956. H erzfelder in his extensive study on this coinage knew of 
only 19 examples of this coin from these dies of which 9 werefrom thesame 
state of die deterioration.

In 265 BC, Hieron II routed the M amertines at the river Longanus west of 
M essana. This rare issue of about 36 grams may commemorate this victory 
and, if comparison is made with M amertine bronze coins, is the equivalent 
of an octuple bronze piece (cf. SNG ANS M amertini 401 [double of about 
9 grams] and 402-409 [quadruples of about 18 grams]). 


Hieron was sufficiently realistic to abandon his early imperial ambitions in 
favour of loyalty to Rome and the prosperity and well-being of his people. 
His system of taxation, adopted by Rome after her annexation of Sicily in 
241 BC, and monetary reforms on both the international Attic and local 
litrai standards, eventually led to the introduction of the Roman denarius 
(equivalent of an Attic drachm of about 4.3 grams) at the time of the siege of 
Syracuse in 212/1 BC, and the abandonment of large cast bronze aes grave 
in favour of Greek-like fiduciary struck bronze.

By 285 BC, Pyrrhos' rule over the western portion of Macedon had 
become onerous to the population, and they called on Lysimachos for help. 
Lysimachos, a long time friend of the M acedonians, easily occupied the 
area and incorporated it into his growing kingdom. The historical mints 
in this region, Amphipolis and Pella were quickly converted to produce 
Lysimachos type coinage, and subsequently produced a significantly large 
output of both staters and tetradrachms.

A cousin of Demetrios II, Antigonos surnamed Doson, undertook the 
government of the country, initially as regent, and later, in recognition of 
his successes, aS king. Doson did in fact repulse the barbarians, restore 
M acedonian suzerainty in Thessaly and M acedonian influence in central 


Greece, and placed a large part of Caria in Asia M inor under M acedonian 
control. His greatest success however consisted in obliging the Achaians to 
enter into an alliance with him, surrender Acrocorinth, and collaborate with 
him in organizing a Symmachy (alliance), in which participated the Epirotes, 
Phokians, Boiotians, AKarnanians, Thessalians, Achaians and M acedonians 
(224 BC). In 222 BC at the battle of Sellasia, as 'hegemon' (leader) of the 
Symmachy, Antigonos defeated the reformist Spartan king K leomenes III, thus 
securing the ascendancy of the M acedonian kingdom over southern Greece. 
H edied in 221 BC, leaving the M acedonian throne to the seventeen-year-old 
Philip V, who had to confront the invasions of the Illyrians.

After the defeat of Perseus at the battle of Pydna in 168 BC, the Romans 
divided M acedonia into four separate autonomous administrative regions 
(merides), the first (IPQTES) lay east of the Strymon with its capital at 
Amphipolis, the second (AEYTEPA*) between the Strymon and Axios with 
its capital at Thessalonica, the third between the Axios and Peneos with its 
capital at Pella, and the fourth included most of Upper M acedonia with its 
capital at H eraclea Lynci. Livy informs us that initially all commerce between 
the regions, exploitation of the silver and gold mines and the importation 
of salt were forbidden. Almost all the coinage of this period is struck in the 
name of the first region and runs parallel to the mass coinages of Thasos 
and M aroneia from about 158 BC. No silver is known from the third and 
fourth regions, and only asmall number of raretetradrachms from the second 
region. These four regions only lasted until 148 BC when the country was 
finally united to constitute a Roman Province and proceeded to issue coins 
under the authority of its legatus pro praetore.

H aliartos was an ancient Greek city, placed in the middle of Boiotia near 
Lake Kopais. The place was already known in M ycenian times and known 
then for its meadows (Iliad 2.503). It joined the Boiotian League late in the 
6th century B.C. and issued coins with Thebes and Thespiai utilising the 
Boiotian shield on the obverse. The mint letter "heta" H in Archaic form 
was placed on the coin initially on the obverse but latter in the centre of 
the reverse as in this example. The close association with Thebes is noted 
by this coinage. In 480 B.C. X erses | destroyed H aliartos for its support of 
the Greek cause, but it was soon rebuilt. Athens invaded the region in 456 
B.C. and Haliartos was forced to establish a pro-Athenian democracy. In 
395 B.C. Haliartos joined with Lebadeia and K oroneia to form a unit of the 
Boiotian League. H aliartos was again destroyed in 171 B.C. during theT hird 
M acedonian War. On the Acropolis of the city are building remains from 
the M ykenaian period (pre 1200 B.C.). In the highest place was a temple of 
the Athena dating from the 6th century B.C.

Lysimachos entrusted the Pergamene treasury to the eunuch Philetairos, 
but Philetairos changed his allegiance to Seleukos shortly before the Battle 
of Korupedion in 281 BC, when Seleukos defeated and killed Lysimachos. 
Seleukos was assassinated the following year, but Philetairos continued to 
acknowledge Seleukid suzerainty, as reflected by a series of tetradrachms 
struck at Pergamon under Philetairos for Antiochos! bearing the portrait of 
Seleukos |. The Pergamene kingdom enjoyed considerable autonomy under 
the Seleukids, but in 261 BC, with the encouragement of Ptolemy II, who was 
at war against the Seleukids, Eumenes| revolted, and defeated Antiochos| in 
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battle near Sardis in Lydia. The remainder of his reign saw an expansion of 
Pergamene power, including the foundation of anumber of cities. Pergamene 
expansion was always at the expense of the Seleukids, and thetwo kingdoms 
remained in opposition. This opposition reached a climax during the reign 
of Eumenes II, who allied with the Romans during their war against the 
Seleukid king Antiochos III ‘the Great.' This alliance directly contributed to 
the defeat of the Seleukids at the Battle of M agnesia in 190 BC. In gratitude 
for his assistance, the Romans gave Eumenes control of Phrygia, Lydia, 
Lycia, and Pamphylia, and sought to strengthen the Pergamene kingdom as 
a buffer state between themselves and Seleukids. 


The coinage of the Pergamene kingdom is highly conservative, as their 
tetradrachms employed the same types for the entirety of its existence. The 
obverse featured the portrait of the founder of the kingdom, Philetairos, and 
the reverse featuring their patron goddess, Athena. Differentiating the issues 
of the kings is dependent upon the various subsidiary symbols, monograms, 
and other details on the coins as noted in Westermark's seminal survey of 
the kingdom's coinage (with a few later modifications, particularly those 
noted in the analysis of the M eydancikkale hoard).

Johnston has interpreted this remarkable reverse design as a relief map of the 
hinterland of Ephesos, which would make it the earliest Greek map and first 
physical relief map known. On the right (north) are the mountains T molos 
and M essogis between the river valleys of the Ca ster and M aeander, to the 
left of which are three mountain ridges (M adranbaba Dagi, Karincali Dagi, 
and Akaba Tepesi). Johnston follows Six in suggesting that the coins were 
probably struck at Ephesos under the Persian general M emnon of Rhodes, 
circa 336-334 BC, in order to pay his army after he had captured the city, 
but before his defeat by Alexander at the Battle of Granicus in 334. Some 
issues have names on the obverse, which Six and Johnston think were city 
magistrates who authorized some issues for M emnon.

In 379 B.C. Pharnabazos, satrap in Bithynia was given the task of 
reconquering Egypt for the Persian Empire.

M azaios had been appointed satrap of Cilicia around 361 BC. Later, with 
the addition of Syria, Lebanon, and Israel to his territories, he became one 
of the Persian king's most powerful subordinates; during this period he put 
down a Phoenician revolt, which had the support of both the Pharaoh of 
Egypt, N ectanebo II, and 4,000 Greek mercenaries. For his services, Darius 
Il] promoted him to the overlordship of M esopotamia and sealed it with the 
promise of marriage to the king's daughter, Barsine, or Statira. At Gaugamela 
in 331 BC, M azaios' extraordinary abilities did littleto ward of the advance 
of Alexander III of M acedon, as the flight of the Persian king signalled the 
collapse of the Persian army and M acedonian victory.

Shahpur II was a minor upon his succession, so his mother served as regent, 
but real power devolved upon the nobility. Suprisingly, Shahpur was able to 
assert his control when hecame of age. Internally, he saw a reinvigoration of 
the state religion, resulting in a new round of persecutions of other religions, 
Christianity in particular. 


Like his previous namesake, Shahpur took aggressive action against Rome. 
In 346 AD, he renewed pressure on the eastern Roman borders, which 
had remained relatively quiet since the Galerius' defeat by N arse in 297 
AD. While Shahpur was victorious in minor battles, he failed to secure the 
town of Nisibis, which provided the Romans a base of operations deep 
in M esopotamia. After a respite of two years, Constantius Il renewed the 
war in the hopes of finally ending the troubles with Persia, but Shahpur 
captured the Roman-held town of Singara. Because of trouble in the west, 
Constantius was forced to leave command of the war to his subordinates. 
Seizing this opportunity, Shahpur once again tried to take Nisibis, but was 
again thwarted. Due to pressure from the Huns, he soon withdrew, but 
renewed the conflict in 358 AD. At the same time, the new Roman emperor 
Julian, wishing to emulate and surpass Trajan, embarked on a massive Persian 
campaign. H ereached Ktesiphon, but was mortally wounded in a skirmish. 
H is successor, J ovian, sued for peace and surrenderd four of the five provinces 
that Galerius had gained over sixty years earlier. These, added to Armenia, 
which Shahpur's forces had captured, formed a new zoneof buffer states for 
the Sasanians. This peace endured for the remainder of Shahpur's reign.

Balash was chosen by the aristocracy to be king after his brother Peroz was 
killed in battle against the H ephthalites. He is notable for his diplomacy; 
he secured the northeastern border by a large tribute payment to the 
H ephthalites, and pacified tumultuous Armenia by allowing Christians to 
practice openly and outlawed the practice of Zoroastrianism there. These 
moves may have been too much for the nobility, as they deposed him after 
only four years of rule.

W hen 
this Treasury Bill of $1,200,000,000 was issued, Australia was being led by 
PrimeM inister M alcolm Fraser and the treasurer was] ohn H oward. At this 
time Australia was in the grip of a recession with major deficit problems, 
rising unemployment, a major wage breakout, massive interest rates (standard 
home loan variable rate 13.5% ) and inflation over ten percent. 


It was in this climate that this large value Treasury Bill was issued and it is 
also probably the reason that the date of issue was moved forward from M ay 
to M arch, also probably so the Commonwealth could meet its commitment 
to the States. 


This Treasury Bill was one of the last issued as a move to Treasury 
N otes was already underway and in June the tender system for Treasury 
Bonds was commenced. This move to a tendering system supported the 
Government being able to fully fund its budget without recourse to central 
bank financing. 


Thus this Treasury Bill offered here is rare because of its high face value of 
$1.2 billion dollars, its scarcity and the probability that other examples of 
this value were destroyed.

Norman Lindsay was one of Australia's most famous artists and also an 
acclaimed author, one of his earliest stories being the children's classic, 
The M agic Pudding. Several of his books were adapted as movies or for 
television. During W WI Lindsay produced many propaganda and recruiting 
posters and cartoons for the Australian government. He was an editorial 
cartoonist on the staff of the Sydney Bulletin and many of his cartoons were 
of a political nature. He was also an etcher, sculptor and scale modeller. 
Norman Lindsay died in 1969 and is buried at Springwood Cemetery, in 
Sydney's Blue M ountains, not far from his former home at Faulconbridge 
which is now the N orman Lindsay Gallery and M useum. 


In his above letter, Norman Lindsay is obviously replying to a suggestion 
by Hollway, as noted by Holloway on the envelope sent to him, and in part 
writes, 'If it suggests a picture I'll see what happens.' In paragraph two he 
writes, 'M y last work for the Fanfrolico was Aristophane's ‘Parliament of 
Women.' Fanfrolico was the publisher of this work and Norman Lindsay 
was the illustrator for the book when it was translated into English in 1929 
with the illustrations featuring his famous nude images. 


Lindsay also makes mention of his novel 'Redheap', published in England 
in 1930 but was banned in Australia for 28 years that is now regarded asa 
great literary classic. It was made into a TV series of the same name by the 
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ABC in 1972. Lindsay writes, 'l haveawarm feelingin N .Z at present, asitis 
the only spot in Australian waters that has accepted 'R ed heap.' (his spelling) 
This place has banned the book and dumped it back in the publishers hands. 
With thirty years experience of the Australian wowser | am still ableto pump 
up a mild astonishment at his capacity in pure imbecility.' 


Ronald H olloway, to whom Lindsay was writing this letter, was an English 
born M aster Printer, operating his own printing business in N ew Zealand. 
H e figures in a large number of Auckland-based literary biographies. After 
he died his requiem was held at St Patrick's Cathedral in Auckland on 4 
N ovember 2003.

M ontague 'M onte’ Thomas Archibald Wedd was born at Glebe, an inner 
western suburb of Sydney, NSW on January 5, 1921. During World War 
Il he enlisted in the army, later transferring to the RAAF. After the war, he 
created a French Foreign Legion cartoon strip, Sword and Sabre, which 
appeared in the popular M iddy M alone magazine. 


In the 1940s and '50s, Wedd created several comic strips including onetitled 
Captain J ustice, the masked vigilante who fought bushrangers and ‘righted 
all wrongs' in colonial NSW. As well as comic strips, M onty produced pulp- 
magazine covers featuring glamorous, scantily clad women, violent fights, or 
whatever other lurid scenes entered his imagination and the magazines would 
then find stories to match the covers. H ealso created the famous ‘Dollar Bill’ 
character for the Decimal Currency Board, used to teach Australians about 
the new decimal currency that was introduced in 1966. 


In 1970 during the bicentenary M onty Wedd drew a popular comic-strip 
version of Captain Cook's journal for The Daily M irror. This was followed 
by another, theN ed Kelly story. Y et another long-running historical strip, The 
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Birth of a Nation, was syndicated to coincide with Australia's bicentennial 
celebrations in 1988. 


Among his many other creations and works, including film animation, 
Wedd also drew Australian military trading cards for the Golden Fleece fuel 
company which used them as promotional items to sell petrol. H ethen turned 
the project into a reference book published in 1982 and titled Australian 
M ilitary Uniforms 1800-1982. 


In 1993 he was made on Officer of the Order of Australia, for his artistic 
achievements and for his work as an historian. He received the Stanley 
Award in 1987 and 1989 and then in 2004 he received the Silver Stanley 
Lifetime Achievement Award from the Australian Cartoonists’ Association. 
M onty Wedd died at a nursing home at Fingal Bay, Port Stephens, N SW 
on 4 May 2012.

Francis Timoney came from Fermanagh, Northern Ireland, was educated 
in Ireland and France and for several years was Professor at the College of 
St O mer and at St M acartin's College, M onaghan.H e came to Australia in 
1878 at the request of the M ost Rev. Dr. Carr, Archbishop of M elbourne, to 
become inspector of Catholic schools. Father Timoney was Administrator 
(1892-1896) of St Benedict's Church, Broadway, Sydney and the first parish 
priest (1899-1900) of Sacred H eart, M osman. 


Four Catholic chaplains from Australia served in the Boer War. They were 
Fathers C.Caine CP, P Fagan CP, |.M essurier CP, and F.Timoney CP, all 
members of the Congregation of the Passion of J esus Christ. Father Francis 
Timoney, 42, was the Catholic Chaplain with NSW Citizens Bushmen in 
the Third Contingent to South Africa. Although he was with the Bushmen 
which was a mounted unit he was not a good rider but eventually became 
a proficient horseman. He also wore a large pistol and accompanied the 
troopers into combat, a fact which generated great respect among the 
men. Father Timoney was reportedly fearless of danger and although he 
wore a holstered pistol it was not for combat but rather in the event of a 
confrontation with a wild animal. 


W hilein South Africa Father Timoney acted as an unpaid news correspondent. 
H ewasa founder and director of the Catholic Press newspaper, first published 
in 1895, and reported without fear or favour. The Australian people fell in 
love with thecontroversial stories published on the campaign in South Africa 
by a priest known by all the troopers as 'Father Tim’. H ewas most critical, not 
only of any bad individualsin the Australian element, but particularly of the 
tactics of burning farms and plundering put in place by Lord Kitchener, British 
Commander-in-Chief. In one of his letters to Cardinal M oran of Sydney he 
states, 'If | were not an eyewitness to the sickening scenes of plunder and 
incendiarism committed by our troops | should decline to believe them 
capable of such atrocities. And yet these Boers have not injured an English 
subject in the Transvaal. In England and Australia one only hears a garbled 
suppressed version account of the war. T hey see their country in ruins, their 
fields and crops destroyed, their cattle driven away by the enemy, and the 


flames from their burning houses rising sky high. | have known instances 
in which our troopers did not leave in a house one morsel of bread for the 
women and children. Is it any wonder that among a people so independent 
a spirit of hatred consumes them?' 


Sir Alfred M ilner, High Commissioner for South Africa and Governor of Cape 
Colony, was furious at the publicity attracted by Timoney's despatches. He 
summoned the priest to a meeting and, in what can best be described as a 
‘dramatic interview', Father Timoney refused to withdraw a word. 


Father Timoney was also very critical of many problems as he saw them 
in the British political and class system, the military establishment and 
including General Carrington, who, as he wrote, 'showed the white feather 
at Elands River' and yet was in England making speeches and receiving 
honours only intended for brave men. Attempts were made to have him 
muted but despite this, he refused to withdraw any criticism of the British 
commanders and politicians and no doubt this cost him any chance of a 
decoration even though many times he was under heavy fire and on one 
occasion he carried a wounded soldier, through a hail of bullets, to safety. 
Despite the displeasure of him among certain members of the hierarchy, 
there was great regard for the ‘Bushman Padre’ amongst the troops with 
one officer saying 'If Father Timoney continues at his work long enough the 
whole garrison will be converted. ' 


In 1901, while accompanying the Australian troops to England, Father 
Timoney consulted specialists regarding a throat problem. Theinfection was 
severe and despite an operation and specialist treatment he died in hospital. 
He was buried at Kensal Green Cemetery. The bad news spread quickly 
around the world, because as the result of his articles on the war ‘Father Tim’ 
was indeed famous. O neAustralian newspaper wrote, 'If every tear shed for 
Father Timoney had been a white blossom, his bier (coffin stand) would have 
surpassed that of an emperor for material glory. If his near relatives wept 
for him in London, no less bitterly did thousands and thousands grieve for 
him in troubled South Africa and here in Australia, where as chaplain and 
priest he had won the regard of men of all creeds and opinions.’

Recommendation: On the 2nd September, 1918, during operations N orth of Peronne, Lance-Corporal Weathers was one of an advanced bombing party 
operating well forward of our attacking troops. 


Just before the attack reached its final objective it was held up by the enemy who occupied a trench in great numbers. 


After an hour's continuous fighting Lance-Corporal Weathers went forward alonein face of heavy enemy fire and located a large body of them. H eimmediately 
attacked the enemy with bombs and killed the senior officer; then made his way back to our lines and securing a further supply of bombs and taking three 
men with him he went forward and again attacked under very heavy fire. On reaching the enemy position he jumped up on the parapet of the trenches and 
threw bombs among the Bosche. He then signalled for his comrades to come up, and the remainder of the enemy seeing this surrendered. When counted the 
number of prisoners totalled 180 and three machine guns. 


The bravery of thisN.C.O. cleared a very difficult situation and the furious way in which Lance-Sergeant Weathers attacked confused the enemy and resulted 
in the successful capture of the final objective with a minimum number of casualties to our troops. 


Recommendation signed, ‘Rawlinson, Commanding Land Army 30/4/18.' 
Citation: For most conspicuous bravery and devotion to duty on the 2nd September 1918, north of Peronne, when with an advanced bombing party. 


The attack having been held up by a strongly held enemy trench, Cpl. Weathers went forward alone under heavy fireand attacked the enemy with bombs. Then, 
returning to our lines for a further supply of bombs, he again went forward with three comrades, and attacked under very heavy fire. R egardless of personal 
danger, he mounted the enemy parapet and bombed the trench, and, with the support of his comrades, captured 180 prisoners and three machine guns. 


His valour and determination resulted in the successful capture of the final objective, and saved the lives of many of his comrades.

Battle of M ont St. Quentin and Peronne (31 August - 2 September 1918) 


M ont St. Quentin was a strategic location, held by the Germans, for the defence of the Somme Line. It overlooked the Somme River and was about 1.5 
kilometres north of Peronne. It was vital for the allies to capture this location to enable them to continue their pursuit of the German Army. The Germans 
anticipated an assault on the M ont so they reinforced their position. General M onash planned the offensive and ordered a high-risk frontal assault that required 
the Australian 2nd Division to cross a series of marshes to attack the low mountain. 


This plan failed when they could not cross the marshes so M onash manoeuvred his divisions. The Second Division crossed the Somme River's north bank on 
the evening of the 30th August and thenext morning at 5am, supported by artillery fire, two undermanned Australian battalions charged up the mountain with 
orders from M onash to ‘scream like bushrangers’. The plan worked and the Germans made a quick surrender and the Australians continued on to the main 
German trench-line. Coming from the rear, other Australians crossed the Somme on a bridge that Australian Engineers had saved and repaired. Unfortunately, 
German reserves re-took the mountain top but the Australians held on just below and were able to re-capture their objective. 


On thesame day, 1 September, Australian forces fought their way into the town of Peronneand 
captured most of the town. Once they were established, the whole town fell to them the next 
day. In three days of fierce fighting the Australians had suffered about 3,000 casualties but they 
had inflicted a critical blow to five German divisions and caused a general German withdrawal 
eastwards to the Hindenburg Line. 


The battle that resulted in the taking of M ont St Quentin and Peronne is regarded as among 
the finest Australian feats on the Western Front. The ferocity of the action and the outstanding 
courage and heroism of the participants is evident from the fact that eight Victoria Crosses were 
awarded to Australians in this 3-day battle 


It was for his actions during the battle that L/Cpl Weathers was awarded the Victoria Cross. 


After the fall of M ont St. Quentin, Weathers’ unit, the 43Bn was allocated the task of clearing a 
small area criss-crossed with barbed wire entanglements north of Peronne with Scutari Trench 
being a major objective. The unit went forward at 5.35am but was halted by machine gun 
fire. After silencing the machine gun, the enemy was driven back to Fiume Trench and Scutari 
Trench was cleared. ASA Coy attacked against Graz Trench strong resistance was met leading 
to hand-to-hand fighting. The enemy had embedded itself in the junction of two trenches and 
were holding up the battalions advance. At this point, Weathers attacked the enemy from the 
rear with bombs and killed its leader. After replenishing his supply of bombs he returned to 
the battle with three mates including L/Cpl H.H.H .Thompson who pinned the Germans down 
with Lewis gun covering fire and Weathers, seemingly oblivious to danger, scaled the German 
parapet and hurled his bombs into the trench below. After the engagement was won he and his 
three mates took three machine-guns and 180 prisoners back to his lines. 


With his uniform caked in mud and with blood streaming down his unshaven face Weathers, 
‘The Undertaker’, cut a daring image when he returned with souvenired German binoculars 
and pistols draped all over him like a Christmas tree. The build up of adrenalin during the 
action was obvious as he nervously talked about how he had 'put the wind up' the enemy. He 
was recommended for the Victoria Cross but unfortunately died before ever knowing that it 
had been awarded. 





Lawrence Weathers' posthumous Victoria Cross was presented to his widow, Annie Elizabeth Weathers (nee Watson), in Adelaideon 6 M arch 1920 by General 
Sir William Birdwood. His other medal entitlements are the British War M edal 1914-18 and Victory M edal 1914-19.

After his war service Charles M arr entered politics representing theN ationals, 
winning the seat of Parkes in December 1919. He was Government W hip 
(1921-22); Parliamentary Secretary to theN ationalists (1921-25); H onorary 
M inister in the Bruce-Page government (1925-27); M inister for Home and 
Territories (1927-28); Honorary M inister from February 1928 until the defeat 
of government O ctober 1929. At the time of the election he was at the head 
of the Australian delegation to the League of N ations in Geneva and made 
frantic but unsuccessful efforts to return for the election campaign, even 
seeking the assistance of Charles Kingsford Smith to fly back. The sitting 
member for the seat was appointed to the High Court of Australia, so there 
was a by-election which M arr won in J anuary 1931. H ewas Vice-President 
in 1924-25 and 1929-31 of the N ational Association of N ew South Wales 
and Vice-President of the Australian N ational Federation in 1928-31. 


In the Lyons United Australia Party government, M arr held the portfolios 
of health, repatriation and territories during the years 1932-34. H e served 
on the committees that organized the visits of the Prince of Wales (1920) 
and the Duke and Duchess of York (1927), so he was given charge of the 
Duke of Gloucester's tour in 1934 and in 1935 was appointed K.C.V.O. In 
the same year he was dropped from the ministry. In 1941-42 he was deputy 
chairman of the joint committee on broadcasting. He lost his seat in 1943 
when a heart ailment restricted his campaigning. 


M arr promoted the N ew Guinea Legislative Council, personally opening it 
in M ay 1933. He had substantial land holdings near M adang which were 
acquired in 1929 by Amalgamated Coffee Plantations (N ew Guinea) Ltd, 
a company he founded with (Sir) Walter Carpenter and others. M arr held 
several company directorships, including Tatua Gold, N ew Zealand Forest 
Products Ltd, Papuan Apinaipi Petroleum Co. Ltd and W. R. Carpenter 
& Co. Ltd, and was chairman of Mineral Development Ltd and Gold 
Development Ltd. 


Charles M arr died on 20 October 1960 at Pymble at the age of 80 and was 
cremated after a state funeral at the M ethodist Church, Gordon.

Andrew King Cowper was a descendent of W illiam Cowper, the 18th century 
poet. He bore the second name of King and the nickname of 'King' because 
he was also a descendent of Philip Gidley King, third Governor of N ew 
South Wales (28 September 1800- August 1806). He was born at Bingara, 
NSW on 16 November 1898. He went to England for study and attended 
Eastbourne College, Sussex from 1913 to 1916. Seeking war service he 
joined the Royal Sussex Regiment before transferring to the Royal Flying 
Corps and being commissioned as Temp 2nd Lt on probation on 10 M ay 
1917 and then, after qualifying as a pilot, was posted to 24 Squadron in 
France on 26 August 1917. 


Thesquadron operated theD.H.5 and S.E.5a aircraft flying from the Amiens 
and Dunkirk districts against German air and ground forces. After a period 
as Acting Flight Commander Cowper was confirmed in the position and 
promoted Temporary Captain. During his time in the air he accounted for 
many enemy aircraft. He was awarded a Military Cross for his gallantry 
and devotion to duty. Then in the following three week period in M arch, 
he took out eight German aeroplanes on his own and another two with 
his fellow pilots. This earned him a Bar to his M ilitary Cross for gallantry 
and skill. During the following two weeks he also created great havoc and 
confusion among German ground forces when he flew twenty ground-attacks 
and despite his aircraft being hit repeatedly by enemy fire he pushed home 
his attacks and luckily escaped injury. For these deeds he was awarded a 
second Bar to his M ilitary Cross. He was posted to England in April 1918 
and transferred to the new Royal Air Force. After the Armistice was signed, 
Captain Cowper was posted to 79 Sqn and served in Germany as part of the 
British Occupation of Germany. He was later posted to India. H e resigned 
his commission on 13 February 1920 and then returned to Australia. 


Asaresult of his exploits in the air, Andrew King Cowper was N 0 24 Sgn's 
fourth highest scoring Ace and with his tally of 19 victories was the fifth 
highest scoring Ace of Australians serving in the RFC, RANAS and RAF. 


An interesting letter was received by Mrs Cowper in 1969 from Cross & 
Cockade, The Society of World War | Aero Historians, Ohio Chapter, by a 
historian researching the death of H auptmann Adolf Ritter von Tutschek who 
was second only to the famous M anfred von Richthofen in measure of worth 
to the German Air Service. The German ace was killed in an aerial battle with 
24 Sqn and according to the letter writer Cowper was one of two British 
airmen involved with his death. The writer had a lot of material translated 
from German and wanted to give it to Andrew Cowper because he felt it was 
a pity that Cowper did not know that hehad been involved in 'bagging' such 
a big fish. Andrew Cowper or his wife did not reply to the letter. 


Andrew Cowper took over Wiliga, the family sheep property near 
Coonamble, NSW and on 28 April 1924 married Miriam Goldberg at 
Randwick, NSW. He was Anglican and she was J ewish so they married at 
the Randwick district registry office, and later had two sons. Due to severe 
drought, the Cowper family were forced to leave the land and moved to 
Sydney where M iriam opened a florist shop in the city and Andrew became 
proprietor of Henderson & Co, seed and plant merchants and later they 
added a gladioli farm at M ona Vale. 


During WWII Cowper enlisted in the RAAF on 23 February 1942 and 
attained therank of Squadron Leader in the Administrative and Special Duties 
Branch. H ewas discharged on 2 M arch 1945, his posting at the time was to 
the flying boat base, RAAF Base Rathmines. His son, Leon, also served in 
theRAAF at therank of Warrant Officer. Andrew King Cowper outlived his 
wife and two sons by several years. He died on 25 June 1980 at the Prince 
of Wales H ospital, Randwick.

Group Captain Hugh M ilton 'Smokey' Birch joined the RAAF as an Air 
Cadet in 1937. He qualified as a pilot in 1937 with his examiner being 
Squadron Leader (later Air M arshall) Sir Frederick Scherger. H e later held 
the appointment of OC Cruiser Flight N 0.5 Fleet Co-operation Sqn, RAAF 
Base Richmond which operated Supermarine Seagull amphibian aircraft 
and supplied pilots to Royal Australian N avy cruisers. While at Richmond 
he made a number of pelagic fishery flights for the Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research throughout the Bass Strait Islands, Southern Tasmania 
and South Australian waters. 


In 1939 he went to England to take delivery of Sunderland flying boats for 
the RAAF and when war broke out he was seconded to 210 Sqn RAF until 
the formation of the first Australian squadron overseas, N 0.10 Squadron, 
the first RAAF squadron to go into action. After flying anti-invasion patrols 
in the English Channel for six months he was attached to a French Squadron 
in the south of France. 


In July 1940 Birch became the first pilot to put down a Sunderland in the 
Atlantic when he assisted in the rescue of some torpedoed seamen. Then 
on 29 July 1940 he was pilot of the first air battle ever between two flying 
boats. It was off the coast of France. The German Dornier's tailgunner was 
put out of action but not before he inflicted severe damage on the No.10 
Squadron Sunderland. Birch's front gunner was severely wounded also in 
the battle but later recovered. The battle finished when the Dornier broke 
off. Birch was mentioned in despatches for this action. 


In The Argus (M elbourne) Fri 27 June 1941, pl is a report as follows, 


WINS DFC ON BIRTHDAY; CANBERRA, Thursday. - Sqd.Ldr. Hugh 
M ilton Birch, a M elbourne-born pilot serving with the RAAF Sunderland 
flying-boat squadron, has been awarded the DFC for ‘untiring and devoted 
services, with flashes of brilliance whenever a critical situation occurred.’ 


M r. M cEwen, Air M inister, said today the award coincided with the airman's 
25th birthday. H ewas the fifth member of the squadron to be decorated. The 
official citation made particular mention of a successful fight with 2 J u.88's. 
Although the Junkers were modern twin-engined fighter bombers with a 
maximum speed of nearly 100 mph greater than that of the Sunderland, 
Sqd.Ldr. Birch destroyed one and damaged the other. The flying-boat was 
searching for survivors of a torpedoed merchant vessel when the Junkers 
were sighted flying on a parallel course a mile and a half away. 


Ju.88 Shot Down. TheGermans swerved and followed the Sunderland 3 or 4 
miles astern. They disappeared in clouds, but emerged later firing their port 
guns. After breaking away from the first engagement the J unkers launched 
another attack from the rear. The Sunderland had gradually descended 
almost to sea level, and, despite a heavy attack, the gunners held their fire 
until the ] unkers were at close range. They then poured several bursts into 
the leading enemy aircraft, which crashed into the sea with smoke pouring 
from the engine. 


The second German continued to attack grimly, but eventually had to break 
away with smokeissuing from its starboard engine. Constantly losing height, 
it dropped its bomb load and made off into a rainstorm. It was thought likely 
the second German crashed. Search for the lifeboats was then resumed by 
the Sunderland. In his official report of the incident Sqd.Ldr. Birch concluded 
with: 'An uneventful patrol was completed at 5pm. ' 


Smokey Birch had many encounters with the Germans. In fact hehad so many 
that he gained thenickname of the'] erry M agnet'. Shortly after this nickname 
was given to him in the English press, he received a parcel containing socks 
and mittens from a woman in England and the address on the parcel was 
simply, ‘Jerry the M agnet'. At the age of 26 he was promoted to the rank of 
Group Captain thus becoming the youngest Group Captain in the RAAF. 


H eflew many secret missions transporting important government and service 
personnel. One such person was W.Averell Harriman who later sent Birch 
a copy of his 1976 book, Special Envoy to Churchill and Stalin' and on the 
front fly page was the handwritten inscription, 'To Hugh Birch with vivid 
remembrance of your skilful evasion of enemy aircraft at times 100 feet 
altitude! And our safe arrival at M alta. And my gratitude to you and the 
crew you commanded of the Sunderland.' H ewas then posted to RAF Ferry 
Command and in April 1942 Smokey Birch returned to Australia flying the 
first B25 M itchell medium bomber to be delivered from San Francisco to 
Brisbane and in 1943 made several other ferry flights from San Diego across 
the Pacific flying Catalinas. He was also CO of RAAF Station at Rathmines, 
the RAAF flying boat base.

After demobilisation from the RAAF, Smokey Birch joined W.R.Carpenter's 
airline and flew throughout Papua N ew Guinea. In 1949 Qantas acquired 
the W.R.Carpenter airline and Birch became their first pilot to inaugurate 
flights throughout the Pacific and pioneered the Catalina flying boat service 
from Sydney (Rose Bay) to Lord Howe Island and also flew the N oumea- 
Vila-Santo-Suva service. H e was the captain on the first Qantas scheduled 
Catalina service in PNG and was also a check captain on the Sandringham 
flying boats and on theDC3 Bird of Paradise service. H ealso flew theQ antas 
Sandringhams that operated from R ose Bay in Sydney H arbour to N oumea, 
a 9 1/2 hour flight. 
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In 1950 Captain Birch piloted a survey flight across the South Pacific to 
Fiji, Tonga, Tahiti and Samoa for Qantas, which laid the foundation for the 
TEAL Coral Route to Tahiti. As Qantas Flight Captain Flying Boats, H ugh 
Birch flew the last Qantas flying boat, a Sandringham, out of Southampton 
for Australia, landing on the way at Malta on 4 July 1951, before final 
destination of Rose Bay, the Qantas flying boat base in Sydney H arbour. In 
the early 1950s he represented Qantas in Singapore as Area M anager for 
South-East Asia. Hethen took up a senior management position in America 
based in San Francisco. In 1962 after serving for four years as the North 
American M anager for Qantas, H ugh Birch was made an H onorary Deputy 
Sheriff (Air Squadron) of San Francisco for community services. He then 
returned to Australia to take up the position of Qantas airline manager for 
Victoria and Tasmania. 


O perating from M elbourne, he faced the task of winning back the support 
of travel agents who were being enticed away from Qantas by financial 
incentives offered by foreign airlines. To help achieve his goal Birch set up 
a special room called the Sheriff's Posse and decorated it with country and 
western artefacts he had brought back from his time working in America. 
And, of course, he was an Honorary Deputy Sheriff of San Francisco, 
something that he played on when entertaining the travel agents that he 
invited to the Sheriff's Posse where, with his good stories and affable 
personality, he was able to win over many of the more difficult agents. 


In 1972 the Mayor of Dunkirk, M.Claude Provyveur visited Sydney to 
present commemorative medals to those who participated in the evacuation 
of Dunkirk in 1940. One recipient was H ugh Birch, at this time the Qantas 
Public Affairs M anager, and in addition to receiving his personal medal 
Captain Birch also accepted, on behalf of the Qantas General M anager, 
Captain R.J.Ritchie, who was overseas at the time, a plaque that the mayor 
presented to Qantas. During his time as Public Affairs M anager, Birch, 
who had a reputation as perhaps the best known and certainly the most 
extrovert aviation executive in Australia, was used on a cover of Time 
magazine in a promotional campaign directed towards advertising agencies 
and managers. 


H ugh Birch became the Regional Director for the South Pacific for Q antas 
until heretired in 1977. H ethen becamethe Australian tourism representative 
for the island of Tonga and later a public relations promoter of Alaska in 
Australia. In 1986 after more than 12,000 flying hours, Captain Birch was 
awarded a M aster Air Pilot certificate by The Guild of Air Pilots and Air 
N avigators and became an Upper Freeman of that Guild.

In The Examiner newspaper, M arch 19, 2008 the cousin of the Rosevear 
brothers was interviewed. She revealed that the boys' father was a merchant 
in Devonport and traded from a place right on the Esplanade opposite the 
wharf. The brothers had enjoyed a visit hometo Tasmania before the fateful 
last voyage of the Sydney II. She said Geoffrey had moved to Sydney before 
the war. H ewas raised in Devonport but he married a girl named Eileen from 
Bondi and lived in Sydney. Lance married a girl named Olive from Scotland. 
After their visit home, they went back to the mainland on theold SS Taroona 
and caught the train to Sydney. Halfway between M elbourne and Sydney 
the train pulled up suddenly and all sailors were taken off. They went back 
to the ship and were never heard from again. After the loss of the brothers, 
their cousin said rules were implemented to ensure that in future brothers 
did not serve on the same ship in wartime. 


Both brothers are commemorated at the Australian War M emorial and at 
the Plymouth N aval M emorial at Plymouth, Devon, England. 
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Battle of Cape Spada (sinking of Bartolomeo Colleoni) 


HM AS Sydney II, on 18 July 1940, in company with the destroyer HM S 
H avoc, responded to an enemy report from HM S Hyperion and, sailing to 
meet the British destroyers, opened fire at 20,000 yards on two pursuing 
Italian cruisers, Bartolomeo Colleoni and Giovanni Delle Bande N ere. The 
Italians returned fire, turned away and made smoke and thus the action 
became a chase. Initially hits were scored on the 'Bande N ere’. In order to 
prevent the Italians rounding Cape Spada, Captain Collins of the Sydney 
directed that fire be concentrated on Bartolomeo Colleoni. H its were being 
registered on her, still at long range but eventually she succumbed to the 
numerous hits and lost speed. She was down in the bows and on fire and so 
was left by Sydney for the destroyers to finish her off. 


Sydney then pursued 'BandeN ere’ but could not keep apace with the faster 
Italian cruiser and, with her ammunition virtually expended, abandoned 
the chase when the enemy was no longer visible. During the action, Sydney 
sustained only one hit, to her forward funnel, which did not affect her 
performance. 


The attack group of six ships returned to Alexandria around 11:00 on 20 July 
after fending off several air attacks, one of which damaged H M SH avock, and 
were met by cheering from all shipsin the harbour. For his actions, Captain 
Collins was appointed a Companion of the Order of the Bath, while other 
officers and sailors from the Sydney received three Distinguished Service 
Orders, a Distinguished Service Cross, six Distinguished Service M edals, 
and twelve Mentions in Despatches and Sydney was awarded the battle 
honour ‘Spada 1940’. 


Sydney returned to Australia in February 1941 to wide public acclaim for 
her M editerranean campaign. She was met by the Governor-General and 
the M inister for the N avy, the H onourable W illiam H ughes. The Premier of 
N SW and the City of Sydney Lord M ayor went on board and presented a 
plaqueto theship to commemorate the victory over the Bartolomeo Colleoni 
on behalf of the citizens of Sydney. The plaque was composed of two large 
cast medallions mounted on oak and was affixed to the gun housing of 'Y ' 
turret below the sighting ports. Capt Collins then led a march of the ship's 
company through thestreets of Sydney to the Town H all for a civic reception. 
Thousands lined the route and school children were given the day off school 
so they too could join in the celebrations. At the civic reception each crew 
member was presented with a medallion, being a miniature version of that 
presented to the ship, namely the Bartolomeo Colleoni M edal. All medals 
were individually inscribed to each recipient. 


Loss of HM AS Sydney II in the Indian Ocean with all hands on board. 


On 19 November 1941 HM AS Sydney encountered a merchant ship which 
turned out to be the German auxiliary cruiser Kormoran in disguise. A 
fierce battle ensued. The Sydney was last seen by the German crew limping 
off into the distance. A fire on board was visible on the horizon and finally 
she disappeared, believed sunk with all officers and crew on board. The 
severely disabled Kormoran was scuttled. It was not until 2008 that the 
wreck of the Sydney and the Kormoran were found about 21km apart in 
the Indian Ocean and about 2,500 metres below sea level. On discovery, 
both wrecks were placed under the protection of the Historic Shipwrecks 
Act 1976 and they were also placed on the Australian N ational H eritage 
List on 14 M arch 2011.

‘The Kangaroo claims to be among the first class of newspapers printed and 
published on board a ship. Therefore, in taking the first leap along the deck 
of A19, otherwise known as the White Star Australian liner Afric, a line or 
two to justify its foundation and existence should be ample. 


This is the first occasion of such a wholesale exodus from Wattleville, and 
TheK angaroo Proprietary, realizing the countless combinations of the English 
Alphabet, considered the event should be marked by the daily publication 
of a newspaper for the benefit of the officers and men who voluntarily took 
the step. This applies in no less degree to the master, officers and crew of 
A19, in whose care, fatherly and motherly, all of us are to an extent and for 
the time being placed.’ 


HM AT A19 Afric was a twelve thousand ton troop transport ship that 
embarked from Sydney carrying units of the 1st Australian Division, including 
the 1st Battalion Infantry, Army Service Corps and Engineers. It was one of 
the first fleet of eleven ships, the 1st Australian Expeditionary Force that sailed 
to Albany in Western Australia to meet up with the N ew Zealand Fleet. 


The printer of The Kangaroo newspaper was Walter Wade (service no.196), 
age 23, journalist, born at Waterford, Ireland. H e enlisted on 04Sep1914 at 
K ensington, N SW, was assigned to 1st Bn and embarked 180 ct1914. Shortly 
after arriving in the M iddle East, Wade deserted from M ena Camp, Egypt on 
12Dec1914. This was confirmed following a Court of Inquiry convened at 
M ena Camp on 04Jan1915 by order of Lt-Col. L.Dobbin, CO of 1st Bn. 


PteH .G.M onk gave evidence at the inquiry and part of this evidence was as 
follows, 'At about 11.30 a.m. on Saturday 12th December 1914 | left M ena 
Camp in the company of Pte Wade and proceeded to Cairo and at about 
2.30 p.m. we went to the Railway Station in search of a printing press the 
property of Wade. In conversation with Wade the latter stated that he was 
tired of the Force and wished to leave it.’ 


As aresult of his desertion, Wade forfeited all right to any war medals.

H omoeopathic Hospital. He was appointed M BE in 1920. His work for 
returned servicemen was recognized in 1936 by the Returned Sailors’ and 
Soldiers' Imperial League of Australia. 


He was the father of M ajor General Sir William John Victor Windeyer 
KBE, CB, DSO & Bar, KC (28 July 1900 - 23 November 1987) who was 
an Australian judge, soldier, educator, and a Justice of the High Court of 
Australia.
